The violence against Christian 
clergymen followed a protest by 
the Greek Orthodox Church 
against a new Jewish settlement 
in the Christian quarter of Jeru- 
salem's Old Gty. Israeli police 
used force against foe deita to 
move in about 150 Jewish settiers 
to the St. John’s Hospice owned 
by die Greek Orthodox Chur^. 

King Hussein Saturday dele- 
gated Chief Chamberlain Prince 
Ra'd Ben Zeid to visit the Greek 
Orthodox Bishc^’s residence in 
Amman and enquire about Pat- 
riarch Theodoros I. 

The envoy conveyed tbe King’s 
wishes for the patriarch’s health 
and safeQr. 

Patriarch Theodoros was over- 
come by tear^as aik ooUqised 
when police tried to break up tbe 
demonstration by about 200 cler- 
ics protesting foe settlement. 

Police charged the protesters 
and used tear-gas and rubber 
bullets to break up tiie protest. 
One of the chains around foe 
paitiarcfa's neck bolding a gold 
cross was broken during the 
melee. 

The violence occurred near the 
ChuFch of the Holy Sepuldue. 

Tbe Greek Orthodox Chorefa 
has ffled suit against tiie new

Sweeping draft law on economic 
~ crimes submitted to Cabinet *

AMMAN — A special committee entrusted wifo 
drafting a law to deal wifo economic crimes has 
submit^ tbe final verrion of die (uoposed 
legislation to the Cafnnet for approval, informed 
sources to4d tiie Jordan Times Saturday. 

The law deals with economic crimes that 
indiide bribery, embezriement, abuse of autbor- 
fraud, oor ni pt i on, and tax evasion. It also 
deals (and retroactively) wttii capital smuggling 
(Mitade the coontry, foe sources said. 

The draft law prescribes long hard-labour 
prison sentences and fixes against those who 
violate it It pr^cribes a minimum five-year 
sentence for bank employees wbo embe?zle bank 
funds. 

According to tiie draft law those accused of 
rmsmanagement of pubtic funds are liable pro- 
secution; ne^genoe is pnnishable be by at least 
one-year of unprisoninent; inaccurate stadSes and 
figui^ prorided for production and public pro- 


jects that might harm public interest are- also 
considered as econonuc crimes. 

Tbe law also prescribes a maximum of two 
years of imprisomnent for Mioever employs or 
promotes any person contrary to public interest 
or standing laws and regulations. 

It also pmushes any person for withholding 
information leading to the uncovering of econo- 
mic crimes. It also pimiriies public employees 
who conceal information that iiicliides vital statis- 
tics, sCndies and mventions. 

It also pfttiiibits public enqiloyees from accept- 
ing gifts for services rendered through their 
public office. 

The draft law also prohibits commission for 
awardmg pifolic tMiden and contracts and pre- 
scribes a minimntn of onc-year imprisonirient and 
tbe payment of a fine eq^ to foe CMnmisacMi 
collect^ 

It also pnohibhs dril servants from acting as 
agents for local and foreign firms inside and 
outside the Bngdom. 


Palestinians urge U.S. to exert 
influence on Israel for dialogue 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Palestinian leaders 
Saturday urged the United States 
to use its influenoe on Israel to 
revive stalled moves towards 
IsraeU-Palestinian pe^ talks. 

A group of Palestinians from 
tbe occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip met a five-man Senate 
del^ation headed by Republican 
leader Robert Dole for more than 
two hours.

Lithuania defiant against 
Gorbachev economic threat 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — 
Lithuania's prudent Saturday 
xeliised to renounce indqieiid- 
ence despite Mikhail S. Gor^ 
badiev's threat to cut off crucial 
supplies. Such a move would 
dose factories in the republic, a 
Utlmsnian economist said. 

"We cannot revoke foe dec- 
laration of independence,” said 
Lithuanian Pre^nt Vytautas 
Landsbeigis in a statement re- 
leased by his government Satur- 
day, one day after Gorbachev 
gave bis ultimatum. 

Hie Soviet presitot gave the 
Baltic republic until Sunday to 
withdraw its March 11 dedara- 
tioa of independence, saying foe 
Soviets then would stop shipinng 
items tii^ could d9qx>rt to other 


countries for hard currency. 

Such products indude oU and 
natural for Much Lifonania's 
3.8 million residents rely com- 
pletely on Moscow. 

"We expected wttse,” Land- 
sbergis said.

Germany.

PLO says King, Arafat to

AMMAN — IBs Majesty King 
Hussein and Palestinian Presi- 
dent Yasser Arafrit will discuss a

mittee member Mahmoud Abbas 
told reporters. 

Speaking after a meeting Mfo 
Prime hfiidster Mudar Badran, 
Abbas eiqiressed satisfaction over 
the outcome of the discussions 
held at tbe Prime Minbtiy. The 
talks, be said, covered "future 
pxtiitical cooperatioo in confront- 
ing foe diallenges, and a joint 
pl^ vis-a-vis tbe peace process in 
tbe event that a fritura IsraeH 
government accepts the concept 
qA peace in the hfiddle East.” Ite 
said. 

Badran, in a brief statement 


carried by the Jordan News 
Agen^', Petra, said he disc u ssed 
Mfo Abbas and fellow PLO Ex- 
ecutive Committee member 
Abdullah Hburani "concepts of 
future Jordan-PLO relations and 
Soviet JeMsh immigration to 
Palestine and its grave consequ- 
ences on peace.” The discussions 
also covered moves to be adopted 
vis-a-vis the dangers that massive 
Jewish immigration to Palestine 
poses to Jordan, foe Palestinian 
cause and tiie Arab Nation, he 
said. 

Abbas and Hourani arrived 
here Thursday for talks to pre- 
pare for an expected visit to 
Jordan next week by Arafat. 

In his comments to reporters, 
Abbas said Saturday foe PLO 
would pursue “efforts designed to 
achieve peace in tbe region, but 
foe (28-monfo-old) intifada will 
continue since it is the only tool 
that can ensure proper response 
to foe Palestinian pe^le’s de- 
mand for their legitimate rights."

Palestine, Abbas said: "The PLO 
MU maintain its consultations 
with the Uiuted States, the Soviet 
Union and the European Com-

"They (the United States) say 
this immigration is part of foe 
human rights of Jews, and we are 
not against that, but we see it as a 
violation of foe human rights of 
Palestinians,” Abbas said. 

Abbas welcomed a statement 
Friday by U.S. Senate minority 
leader Robert Dole that he would 
try to reverse a recent Senate 
resolution recognising undivided 
Jerusalem as foe capital of Israel. 

"I believe that some parties in 
America are backing up on foeir 
previous porition after they disco- 
vered that they were not only 
mistaken but also that such a 
decision is none of foeir busi- 
ness,” be said. 

Abbas also urged PLO leaders 
to further strengthen contacts 
Mfo U.S. officials. 

"Our meetings Mfo American 
officials are not a waste of time, 
but are very beneficial since these 
officials get to know our views 
instead trf only listening to one 
side,” he said.

‘Israel worked towards 
Palestinian state in ’67’ 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israel pursued 
setting iq> a'P^estmian stat e in 
the occu^ed West Bank in 1967 
bnt drof^ed the idea because of 
opposition by then-Defence 
Kfinister Moshe Dayan, a retired 
IsraeU intelligence agent says. 

Unlike its current role battfing 
the Palestinians' drive for inde- 
pendence, the Shin Bet security 
service was the key vehicle in 
1967 for Israel's plan for a Palesti- 
nian state, David Ronen, the 
agency’s former Jerusalem and 
West Bank commander, wrote in 
ius recentiyiwUished memoirs. 

“We could have set up a 
Palestinian state then,” Ronen 
told Maariv newspaper's 
weekend magazine, suggesting 
Israel lost a promising chance for 
peace at a time when tbe Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation

France 
reportedly 
pressing 
Aoun to quit 

BEIRUT (AP) — Rival Christian 
forces battled with tank cannon, 
mortals and machine guns in east 
Beirut Saturday as France was 
reported to be trying to convince 
renegade General j^chel Aoun 
to Step down. 

At least seven people were 
wounded in a one-hour early 
momiag battle along the edges (>f 
the hilltop resident district of 
Ashrafiyeh, a stronghold of 
Samir Geagea’s Lebanese Forces 

■wiliria. 

Aoon’s 19,000 troths and 
Ge^ea's militia have fou^t each 
other to a standstill since Jan. 30, 
killing 875 people and wounding 
2,376 in tteir quest for domi- 
nance of the 800-square- 
kilometre Christian enclave. 

The flareup coincided Mtb 
talks in Lebanon by Arab League 
envoy T -akhdar Ibrahimi in an 
effort to salvage a peace pact, 
reached more than five months 
ago to end Lebanon's civil war. 

The peace accord was worked 
out by Lebanese legislators at foe 
Saudi resort of Taif under Arab 
League auspices last October. 

Aoun has rejected tbe Taif 
accord along Mfo foe election of 
President Elias HraM a month 
later. 

"The Taif accord has stumbled 
in foe first steps, but there is a 
real chance to put it on tbe proper 
track once again-” Ibrahimi told 
reporters after a one-hour meet- 
ing Mfo Maronite Catholic Pat- 
riardi Nasrallah Sfeir. 

The prestigious newspaper AJ 
Nahar said France, traditional 
patron of Lebanon’s Christians, 
has launched an effort to con- 
vince Aoun to step down in 
favour of HraM. 

The report, quoting unnamed 
informed sources, ss^ French 
Ambassador Rene Ala held a 
thiee-hour meeting Mfo Aonn 
Friday in Miich he relayed to him 
Frendi advice. 

The French effort, the paper 
said, was “coordinated” Mfo 
Saudi Arab!, Morocco and Alger- 
ia, whose leaders brokered the 
Taif accord. 

Ibrahimi told reporters foe Taif 
accord was "a station along the 
way to a settlement of the 
L^anese crisis, and it wont be 
the last station.** 

“The march for peace thro ugh 
foe Taif accord will not exclude 
anyone, but I hope that no one 
would refrain from joining this 
mardi,” Ibrahimi added.

UNICEF steps in to 
treat uprising victims 


AMMAN (Petra) — The United 
Nations Children’s Fond (UN- 
IC^ in cooperation with other. 
United Nations agencies has been 
involved in important projects for 
the rebatniitation of Palestinian 
cfaiklren suffering from bone frac- 
tnres resulting from beating by 
Israeli soldiers in the occupied 
Ar^< territories, according to 
Director of UNICEF’s re^onal 
ofSoe in Amman Ridiard Reid. 

UNICEF has established a cen- 
tre in the occojMed Gaza Strip to 
provide physiotherapy services to 
3,500 Arab diildren, thus pre- 
venting their suffering from 
permanent disability, Reid said in 
an interview on lordw Television 
Samrday. 

In reviewing the situation in 
tbe occupied Arab territories, 
^riiere tbe inhabitants — many of 
dtem cfaUdren, are esqrosed to 
continued inhuman practices, 
Reid said that the negative effects 
on children are munerous, bnt 
die bodily harm is manifest in the 
broken bones of arms and legs of 
duidren who are at the forefront 
fioes in confrontation with the 
isradi troops. 

“In additioo, the diildren are 
exposed to nafaiutrition due to 
their bndies* low income,” Reid 
smd. 

“Apart from die centre for the 
rebatMlhalioii of Palestiman chil- 
dren, wfaidi has been set up in- 
cooperation with the United, Na- 
tions Relief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA). UNICEF has ttdrricd 
{mt projects for maintainmg water 
siq^i^ies in a bid to prot^ public 
bokh safety,” Rdd pointed ouL 


Reid commended Jordan's 
efforts in4he 1980s in the field of 
primary health care, especially 
care given to chUdren. and its 
snccess in redudng the infant 
mortality rate. 

“Jordan was among tbe first 
countries in the whole Near East 
legiop to make real adiievements 
in tins regard,” Reid said. 

He said that countries in the 
Near East and North Africa 
gion, espedally Jordan, Syria, 
Oman and South Yemen, have 
succeeded in redndng tbe overall 
mortality rate among children to 
2,000 d^y at the end of tbe past 
decade, down from 4,000 daily at 
the start of the 1980s. 

In contrast, coontries in North 
America and Enrope needed 70 
years to achieve tii^ goal,” be 
said. 

Reid attributed tiie succ es s to 
tbe wide-scale immunisation cam- 
paign in vriiicfa UNICEF had par- 
ticipated 'and, rriueh resnhed in 
raising the coverage to 80 per 
cent in 198S, up from five per 
cent in 1979. 

Referring to tbe causes behind 
diild mort^ty, Reid said that 
lack of proper immnnkatinw of 
children, eqredally those onder 
one year of age can increase by 20 
per cent the rate of moitriity 
rates. But, he said, dehydration 
claims a higher toD, accounting 
for almost 40 per cent of the total 
number of draths. 

Reid also noted that the num- 
ber of births in the Near East and. 
North Africa region doobles ev- 
ery 17 years, compared to every 
22 years in otirer countries of the 
world.

AMMAN (Petra) — An assault 
aga in ri Christian deigymen in 
/^b Jerusalem last Thursday 
and the contiiioed Israeli 
attempt to occupy Arab homes 
and religious plares in the Hcriy 
Gty can be interpreted as the 
stari^ point for Israeli expan- 
sionism prompted by massive 
Soviet Jewish immigration, Taber 
Al Masri, member of the Lower 
House of Parliament, said Satur- 
day. 

Masri, who is also chairman of 
the Lower House’s Foreign 
AfEarrs Coinmittee, described tbe 
assault as a violation of all reli- 
gious values and morals. He was 
referring to an attack by Israeli 
troops and settlers on Greek 
Orthodox Patriardi Theodorps I 
and other clergy while they were 
fHotesting the expropriation of a 
building in Arab Jerusalem's 
Qiristian quarter owned by the 
Orthodox chnrdi. 

Tbe laaelis used tear-gas to 
di^ierse die dergy and the Arab 
dtizens who marched to the 
building in protest against its 
occupation by Israeli settlers. 

“Had that assault occurred in a 
Western country and had h been 
carried out by Arabs or Muslims 
there would have been a worl- 
dwide outcry against the Arabs 
and Maslims, but having occur- 
red in areas under Israeli control 
and occupation and by Israeli 
soldieis, the assault went witfaoat 
notice in the West,” said Masri. 

“This is not only a mere con- 
doning of Israel's actions against 
tbe Arab population, bnt also an 
embodiment of mjnstice, and can 
be interpreted as part of the 
ongoing cons{nracy b^g hatdied 
against Jerusalem and the cler- 
gy,” Masri said. 

Masri, in an interview with tbe 
Jordan News Agency, Petra, said 
he eaqiected repetitions of the 
Israeli assault and said that heads 
of Christian as well as Muslim 
faiths are liable to frme further 
assaults in difierent parts of the 
occupied Arab territories. 

“The assault reflects Israel's 


desre to expand and eliminate 
any opposition to occupation 
and, most importantly, a desire to 
obliterate the Arab and Muslim 
characters of the Arab territor- 
ies,” Masri said. 

“This strategy could be pan of 
iaael's aggressive moves in the 
fiiture because the occupation au- 
thorities are now intent on forc- 
ing tbe Arab population to aban- 
don their homeland,” Masri 
added. 

Masri called on Muslims 
Christians in general and the 
Palestinians in particular to be 
fully aware of the Israeli conspir- 
acies bqied wished that the U.S. 
Congress team, which was on a 
visit to Jerusalem during the 
assault, would realise the extent 
of Israel’s arrogance and aggres- 
sive nature. 

Popular protest 

About 500 people protested 
outside the United States embas- 
sy in Amman Friday against the 
braeU violence against Oiristian 
clergymen in Jerusalem. 

The crowd of women, men and 
children was led Palestine 
Liberation Organisation Execu- 
tive Committee member Elia 
Khouiy, who is also Anglican 
Bishop of Jordan, and Sheikh 
Rajab Al Tamimi, a Palestinian 
deportee and former chief justice 
of tbe city of Hebron in the West 
Bank. 

A dozen riot police with 
shields, helmets and batons stood 
outside the embassy building but 
did not interfere and the crowd 
dispersed peacefully after the 
hoar-long protest. 

The i^man branch of tbe 
Washington-based American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination Cora- 
mmittee (ADC), wbic^ organised 
the march gave a senior embassy 
official a letter addressed to U.S. 
Presideat George Bush. 

“The assanlt on the Greek 
Orthodox patriarch of Jerusalem, 
and his followers and the forced 


occupation of a Christian hostel 
adjacent to the Church of the 
S^lchnre are further proof of 
Israel's intransigence and viola- 
tion of human and moral rights of 
people of peace,” the letter said. 
“It also further evidences Israel's 
intention and determination to 
Judaise Jemsalem, a city which is 
holy not only to Jews but also to 
Christians and Muslims.” 

“Tbe recent resolution adopted 
by the U.S. Senate recognising 
'unified' Jerusalem as the capital 
of Israel is an appeasement of the 
Israeli lobby in Washington and 
encoura^ further instability and 
disorder in tbe Holy Land. It is a 
serious departure from long- 
standing official American policy 
and contradicts the Fourth Gene- 
va Convention of 1948 and the 
Hague Regulations of 1907. 
Ne^ess to say, the Senate re- 
solution also contravenes ail Un- 
ited Nations resolutions pertinent 
to the Arab-lsraeli conflict and 
Che status of Jenisalem," tbe let- 
ter said. 

“Regardless of Israeli asser- 
tions and contentions, the inter- 
national community has never 
accepted Israel’s annexation of 
Arab Jerusalem. In whatever set- 
tlement emerges from the 
ongoing efforts for a negotiated 
peace in the Middle East, Israel 
can count on no support for its 
claim to sovereignty over Arab 
Jerusalem,” it added. 

“Such arrogance and open de- 
fiance of international legitimacy 
will lead to further anarchy and 
chaos. Void of any historic justi- 
fication, Israel's persistent disre- 
gard for the feeling and senti- 
ments of world Christians and 
Muslims and its attempts to raise 
questions over Christian and 
Muslim rights after 13 centuries 
of continuity are totally inaccept- 
able. If ancient prophecies are to 
be evoked to justify military con- 
quests and occupation, then the 
world will find itself in a quag- 
mire of disorder, danger and 
chaos,” tbe letter warned.

Organisation says exports to Europe wiil increase 


AMO explains produce 
shortages in March 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Agri- 
cnltuial Marketing Organisation 
(AMO) announced Saturday that 
tiie amount of vegetables and 
fruit sold on Jordanian markets 
daring the past month was for 
below tiiattrfMaidi 1989 and tbe 
prices were higber. 

In March 19M, tiie main con- 
suming centres: Amman, Irbid 
and Zarqa received 52,000 tonnes 
oi proKlnoe from local sources, 
the West Bank and ftueign conn- 
tries, less by 1,875 tonnes of 
Mar^ 1989, accordmg to an 
AMO statement 

R said that tiie rise in produce 
prices in March was due to the 
franytKNial agricultural period 
when production was at its 
lowest; hence less quantities 
reaching the maricets. 

$axnitiay*s statement made no 
mention of Jbrdan’s exports of 
agriciilturai products. But eariier, 
an AMO statement announced 
that work was under way for the 
estabfishnient of a federation of 
Jordanian agricultural exporters 
to European markets. 

The statement, made by AMO 
Deputy-Director Ibrahim 
Ordkat said tbe projected fed- 
eration was expMXed to unify 
efforts and offer protectiMi to 
Jordan's exports ^ fruits and 
v^etaUes to European markets 
in view of tiie difficulties normal- 
ly encountered in the process of 
shipping the products and be- 
cause of the big number of expor- 
ters ccMupeting for European 
markets,” Oreil^ said at a press 


conference. 

In reviewing the present export 
sitnation, Or^at raid the de- 
valuation of the Jondanian dinar 
and AMO's efforts to control 
quality of exported crops helped 
boost Jordan's exports to 
Europe. 

“European markets import one 
per cent of Jordan’s total exports 
of fruits and vegetables, but this 
mardn could increase once the 
Kin^om overcame tbe problem 
of air-fireid>t which is becoming 
more costly everyday,” Oreikat 
added. 

He said that AMO had opted 
for other means of transport to 
ship crops to Europe, and an 
initial experiment proved to be 
immensely successful. 

Oreikat said that refrigerated 
trucks bad been used in two 
successive shipments which ar- 
rived in West Germany and Bel- 
ghim safely and in very good 
cooditioa, despite weather condi- 
tions, and this had encouraged 
AMO to go ahead with plans to 
increase land-transported crops 
to European mark^. 

“Local exporters, including tbe 
Jordan Agricultural Marketing 
and Processing Company 
(JAMPCO) have been cooperat- 
ing with to make the ex- 
periment a success,” Oreikat 
said. 

'As a result of the new mea- 
sures and the devaluation of the 
dinar, Jordan’s total exports last 
year amounted to S50,(XW tonnes, 
Oreikat added. 


Minister of Agriculture, Sulei- 
man Arabiyat, last month said 
teat Jordan last year exported 
crops worth JD 100 million to 
Arab and foreign countries, but 
he said that the devalued dinar 
had made it difficult to acquire 
modem equif»nent, this year sold 
at higher price tiian Last year. 

Abiding to AMO officials, 
more than M per cent of Jordan's 
exports went to the Gulf states, 
mainly to Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait, and exports exceeded by 
nearly 30 per cent the total 
amount of cn^ exported in the 
previous year. 

“AMO, earlier this year, took 
part in the green-week exhibition 
held in Beiiin in a bid to promote 
tbe sale of Jordanian crops in 
Europe and the results of these 
activities win be provided to the 
Jordanian exporters,” Oreikat 
added. 

“AMO has worked out an inte- 
grated plan to develop vegetable 
and fridt exports to Europe and 
the Arab coontries alike, taking 
into oottsideration all obstacles 
that could impede the marketing 
processes," Oreikat said at the 
press conference.- 

He said that special commit- 
tees, involving the public and 
[Hivate sectors, have been set up 
to woric on the plan. 

Jordan's partidpation in the 
Beilin green-week, in January, 
was financed tbrongh a grant 
from tbe U.S. Agency for Inter- 
national Develo|Mnedt (USAID).

assistance supplied by the Nation- 
al Aid Fund and calling for em- 
ployment of youth in the nearby 
Shidieh phosphate mine. • 

The requests also called for 
opening post offices in the two 
villages and agricultural ser\ices. 

Immediate decisions resulting 
fiom the Queen's tour were taken 
for improving the general situa- 
tion and. according to a state- 
ment. the Ministry of Education 
will immediately build additional 


classrooms and homes for female 
teachers and the Ministry of So- 
cial Development will sec up com- 
munity* centres in both villages. 

Furthermore, the National Aid

EdMeatlon attaches recalled 



AMMAN (J.T.) — The with- 
drawal of education officials 
attached to Jordanian embassies 
abroad is expected to save JD 
717,000 annually in salaries, air 
rickets, health insurance abroad 
and transportation of luggage, 
according to Ministry of Educa- 
tion's S^etary-General Muntii- 
er Al Masri. 

Masri said that the total num- 
ber of Jordanian cultural attaches 
abroad is 22, of whom 16 had 
been sent by tbe Ministry of 
Hi^er Education. 

According to a government 
order, all 48 non-diplomatic offi- 
cials attached to Johan's embas- 
sies abroad will have returned 
here by June 1990 in a bid to cut

down on public spending. 

Ministries of labour, educa- 
tion, hi^er education, informa- 
tion, health and industry and 
trade have offidals attached to 
embassies abroad and each one 
was reported earning JD 1,000 a 
month in salary. 

The government said ifc was 
taking tiiis step in order to hon- 
our its pledge to parliamem to cut 
on expenses in whatever possible 
areas. Only those attached to 
embassies in Arab coumries will 
not be a^cted, according to the 
government oitier. 

Meanwhile, another Ministry 
of Education official Saturday 
announced that Jordan will take 


part in an international meeting 
in the Philippines on the teaching 
of sdence and technology. 

Hassan Usta, director of 
academic education at the Minis- 
try of Education said the meet- 
ing. between April 8 and 20. will 
review working papers dealing 
with modem trends in teaching 
children sdence and linking tech- 
nology with the needs of local 
societies in the partidpating 
countries. 

The Ministry of Education, he 
said, will submit a working paper 
to the meeiiag dealing with the 
national plans for teaching sden- 
ce in the light of the newly-set 
curricula and the new educational 
system in the Kingdom.

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Ministry 
of Supply has dedded to import 
fresh meat for which a local im- 
porter will have to pay because of 
his failure to honour a commit- 
ment made in an earlier agree- 
ment with the ministry to provide 
Hve sheep to be slaughter^ in the 
Kigndom. 

The announcement was made 
by the Ministry’s Secretary- 
General Radi Ibrahim who said 
that the importer had placed JD 2 
million at the disposal of the 
government, should be fail to 
proride the meat in accordance 
with spedfications sec in the 
agreement, and the ministry now 
plans to import the meat for the 
local markets. 

Ibrahim said that the ministry 
Saturday announced it would 
accept bids by local merchants to 
supply fresh meat which is in poor 
supply in Jordanian markets. 

The Ministry of Supply earlier 
announced its rejection of 30,(XK) 
heads of Austrian ^eep be- 
cause they did not meet with the 
required spedfications in terms of 
health condition and weight. 

“In the face of the pressing 
demand for meat the ministry 
also bought and slaughtered 
3,300 beads of sheep raused in 
Jordan at a cost of JD 120,000 
over the past three days and put 
them on the market Saturday,” 
Ibrahim said. 

. Mmister of Supply Nabil Hnda 
accompanied by Ibrahim and 
other ministry offidals made a 
tour of meat centres in the capital 
Saturday and rfigwicMri problems 
with several merdiants who ex- 
pressed readiness to provide the 
required quantities cf meat at 
reasonable prices and according 
to specifications set by the minis- 
try. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A Mecca- 
based Islamic Relief Society plans 
to cany out several projects in 
Jordan for the benefit of needy 
families espedally those living in 
rural areas, according to a 
spokesman of the sodety team 
now on a visit to the Kingdom. 

The team met with His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan, 
Thursday and toured a number of 
rural re^ons within the Tafileh 
governorate in Southern Jordan 
to study areas where such pro- 
ject can be carried out. 

Prince Hassan discussed with 
the society members the nature of 
Ae schemes in mind and Ae 
technical and in-kind assistance 
to be provided. 

The team also met with Minis- 
ter of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs 
Aii Al Faqir and Ac Orphans' 
Flmd Qiairman Abdul Salam Al 
AbbaA for similar Ascussions. 

The team, led by Dr. Abdullah 
Jumaa tour^ refugee camps and 
poor villages over the past two 
days and reviewed plans benefit- 
tinig orphans and needy groups, 
acoofding to an official state- 
ment. 

Jumaa said in a statement Aat 
tiie visit was designed ro pave the 
ground for further charitable pro- 
jects in Ae Kingdom and Ae 
establishment of an Islamic cen- 
tre in Tafileh. a complex which 
would comprise a mosque, a 
healA clinic, sports faciiities, a 
stAool ft)r teaching the Koran and 
oAer essential utilities. 

“The Islamic Relief Society 


established an office in Amman 
18 monAs ago to carry out such 
projects,” according to Dr. Isaam 
Al Hiali, head of Ae society's 
committee for the Jordanian 
chapter. 

He said that the office has been 
supervising several charitable 
schemes including Ae care of 
1.8(X) orphans, providing them 
wiA food and cloAing at a total 
cost of six million &uA riyals 
spent over Ae past one and a half 
years. 

“The society plans to set up a 
cent.'^e to teach women Aess- 
making and weaving at a cost of 
JD 200,000, Dr. Filali said. 

Ke said that the sodety also 
plans to set up 14 health clinics 
for Palestinian camps provided 
with all medical equipment and 
medical staff. 

“The society now provides in- 
kind assistance to 300 Jordanian 
families in Amman, and now 
plans to expand services to other 
areas in Jordan, “Filali added. 

AccorAng to Dr. Jnmaa, Ae 
.projects will later include drilling 
of artesian wells, land redama- 
tion and agricultural projects at 
Wadi Araba, Ghor Safi and 
Aqaba, all in tbe southern re- 
gions of Ae country which have 
been severely affected by this 
year's drought. 

He said that Ae sodety has 
been pro>*iding finandal and in- 
kind assistance to Islamic nations 
in Asia and Africa mainly be- 
nefitting poor regions particularly 
Aose in the rural areas.

In the fece of the 
formidable diallenge posed to the Arabs as a result of Israel’s 
threats, said the paper, there is no alternative to continued 
concerting of efforts at all levels and there is need for a r^ 
a gaiiwt time if the Arabs are to effectively deal vnth the looming 
threats.

One must distinguish here 
between old debts, whidi wm 
growing unabated and which 
brought ns gradually but surely 
to the crisis and current bor- 
rowing, which takes place after 
toe crisis. 


meant to postpone the crisis 
vriifle the country cootinoed to 
live beyond its own means. 
That is adiy real savings were 
negative. Jordanians were 
qimiding all of their current 
inemne and part of their bor- 
rowed capital on consumption 
and corrent expenses.

Disappointed 


To toe Editor: 

AFTER reading toe Jordan Tunes’ coverage of toe protest against 

the five visiting U.S. senators, organised by the Arab-American 
Anti-Discrimination Committee (ADC) (Apr. 12-13), I was 
disappointed to find that your esteemed newspaper and reporters 
feiUri to emphasise on what 1, among tiie la^ majority of toe 
participating protesters, thou^t was more important than the 
meeting of the senators wth the ADC representatives. 

As was r^ioited in the article, the senators gave die protesters 
and their representatives the cold shoulder, and one of them 
the very rude, undiplcMnatic remark diat **Jeiusalem b 
Israeli and b united.” Yet, toe ADC organbeis were oitra passive 
and andigiiified in reaction to both the senators' attitudes, 
remarks and obvious pro-hardliiie Israeh snpporL 

From 9:30 to 11:30 p.m., the crowed wait^ for the senators* 
arrival at the hotel. Dming that entire period of time, the crowd 
was aiiwnst brainwashed by the AD^ representative of the 
importance of bung “silent and peaceful.” On many occasions, 
respectable gentlemen were Uteially pushed badt “bdiind the red- 

carpet” at die entrance of toe hotel . One banner carried by a child 

was away by the organiser because “we don't want to be 
offenrive.” Whatever die message on the banner said could not 
have been as offensive as toe senator’s remark on Jerusalem and 
toe senators' general attitude. A group of young men wearing the 
bl aclf and white chequered kufiyes uho wanted to participate 
were kept away from joining the protest Upon the arrival of the 
senators, a group of teenage partidpants emrying banners began 
rimtrtifig- ‘'Dole, Dote, you should know, we support the PI^,” 
only to be shut op by toe organiser. Even when the American 
Senate team was booed for die Jernsatem remark, the organiser 
also tried to shut them op. 

After the extremely brief encounter between the senators and 
toe rqTresentatives of the protest, where the senators were very 
rode, die organiser came under heavy criticism from the 
partidpants. When I pointed out to the organiser to thb 
submissive, Idssing-iip policy, which we have been practising unto 
toe Americans for decades, does not work, hb initial defence was: 
“Thb b not kbsing-up, it*s dimplomacy.'’ After insbttng on my 
point of view, the organiser continued to say, “maybe we should 
have both doves and hawks (in the cngmiisation).” 

9<hio would nonnally argue against thb foct in any political 
cause? But when one looks at the “doves” of our eneiny one finds 
radicalbro diat b only typical of onr most hawkish hawks. And 
our organiser most know that the Arab “doves” are multiplyiiig 
white our hawks are being oppressed by people like him. 

The organiser reiterated tbt b enough that the senators 
aCTfrpted to meet with the ADC. “They refused to meet with the 
Jordanian members of die Lower and/or Upper House of 
Pariiament.” As fox as I heard on Radio Jordan, it was the other 
way round. Irbid deputy Theeb Maiji. who was at the proto, 
that it was the deputies who were boycotting the American 
senators. Even if die version b the correct one, thb should 
be more reason not to be so submissive with die American 
delegation. It b not such a great honour to be met by sudi 
senators, especially wito the terrible attitnde and voting record on 
the Middle East that they have. 

White the organisers were so submissive, an American embassy 
member of the staff, who did not want bb name known, had a 
more ^gressive and practical attitude. When asked by a Jordan 
Times reporter ^lout how be thought toe senators reacted to the 
protest, he told her “I realty don't know. Bot these sons of b....s, 
toe senators, should not have come here in the first place.” He 
even said this on record. 

I want to point out to the representatives of the ADC in 
Amman that diey should rem embCT die Ar^ part of the Arab 
American label they are tr^g to represent. Only by doing thb 
can they hope to guarantee success and public support for tbw 
endeavours in Jordan, especially diat they are ho{^g to orgai^ 
a 4-day mardi to the River Jordan in whidi they (rian on having 
30,000 marchers, maiiily from Jordan. It bothers me to say that I 
had been enthusiastic to partidpate in thb maidi, but now I am 
wondering about the ADCs credibility and ability to really ^ve a 
correct of our feelings towaixb Palestine. And I know 

that many who were there for the proto feel the same way. 

Therefore, the encoonter between the protesters and the 
organisers coocernii^ their attitude was, to my and many others’ 
minds, the more important issne to tackle in yoor article. Bnt 
for some teascxi, your esteemed reporters seemed to have avmded 
the entire issue as if toere were ulterior motives involved.

France’s far right has 
mainstream parties running scared

PARIS — Sergeite Fargeau 
stands out a mile at meetings of 
toe National Front, the French 
party that wants to repatriate 
non-European immigrants. 

The black former beauty queen 
from Guadeloupe, a French pos- 
session in the C^^bean, is hard- 
ly a typical member of the most 
successful extreme right move- 
ment in Western Europe. 

A more plausible portrait of a 
front activbt might include the 
following features: white, mate, 
middle-aged, wears blazers, likes 
plain talk and hard liquor, served 
in the armed forces and has never 
forgiven the political establish- 
ment for ^ving Algeria its inde- 
pendence in 1962. 

But in common wito a growing 
number of French voters, 
Fargeau's main reaosn for joining 
the front b her atimiration for its 
charismatic leader, Jean-Marie le 
Ifen. 

“All politicians are liars and I 
think the only one telling the 
truth is Mr. le Pen,” said 
Fargeau. who won the coveted-. 
"Miss Prance Overseas" crown in 
1982 and now manicures naib for 
a living in eastern France. 

It was lamentable, she com- 
plained, that le Pen's support 
among French West Indians was 
so tiny as to be unmeasurable. 

“It's because of the media cam- 
paign against us which makes 
people think we are racist,” she 
said in Nice, the wealthy 
Mediterranean resort where 
2,500 front activists came to pay 
their homage to le Pen early this 
month. 

Hie front's congress was the 
best-artended in its 18 years of 
exbtence, reflecting a surge in 
popularity which is alarming both 
toe Socialist government and the 
centre-right opposition. 


The mood in Nice was busing 
with confidence as delegates 
thronging the bar cqiped each 
other's tales of breakthrooghs in 
local elections. 

The front's obsessions were on 
display at stalb rented by right- 
wing publishers, veterans’ asso- 
ciations and groups linked to the • 
traditionalist fringe of the Roman 
Ot hnlic diiirch which Pope John 
Paul has disavowed. 

“Should homosexuals be 
burned?" asked one book title. 

Young women distributed liter- 
ature purporting to prove that 
France was overran by eight mil- 
lion “foreigners” — front code 
for immigrants from Algeria, 
Morocco and black Africa. 

The government says there are 
about four million immigrants in 
toe population of 37 ndDion. 

Offering a brand of right-viring 
patriotism that b infiised with 
antipathy for poor immignEmts 
from France’s former colonies, 
61-year-old le Pen has defied 
pretoctions that he would fade 
away. 

The front’s stock has never 
Jbeen higher- Its vote, at almost 
,‘every important by-election tob 
year has risen sharply and a 
spected opinion poU in April 
showed le Pen was Kked by 17 per 
cent of the French, three percent 
up on bb March score. 

Last December the front cap- 
tured its only seat in toe 777- 
member national assembly, win- 
ning in the drab northern town of 
Oieux on an anti-immigrant, law 
and enrder friatfbrm. 

The result showed that a 1988 
dian y in the electoral law, de-* 
signed to keep fringe parties out 
of parliament, was no longer an 
insormountable obstacle for the 
front.

Greek conservative leader is a tough 
lawyer who led party to victory 


ATHENS (R) — Greek ctnser- 
vattve party leader Constaiitnie- 
Mhsotakis, who took over as prime 
"wtii«ter this woek, promises to 
open full diplomatic relations 
Isnd and sign a new agree- 
meat to keep U.S. ba^ in 
Gttut. 

Mhsotakis’s New Democracy 
Party won 150 seats in the 300- 
mefnbeT paiiianent in Sunday 
elections, and Monday he se- 
cured the support of a sin^ 
centrist deputy for a 151-seat 
'majority. 

Tbe ton^ lawyer from Crete 
seemed a mandate from Presi- 
Christos Sartzetakis Tues- 
day to form a govenunent and his 
cabinet was sworn in Wednesday. 

Mhsotakis, 71, poshed his Nw 
Democracy Party towud the 
political centre after becoming 
leader in 1984. 

B was his fourth eampaign 
against his bitter personal foe, 
Socialigt Party teato Andreas 
Papandreou, ^ capped yeais of 
weiirk to retnrn New Democrat 
to power. 

New Democraqr last governed 
in 1981. It joined ooaH&ns with 
Bmtted after elections last 

June and November. 

Mhsotakis has said he would 
quickly grant full diptopstie rela- 
tions to Israel and sign a new 
accord on U.S. bases. 

Papandreon’s Socialists termin- 
ated the Araerican-Greek bases 
accord in December 1988 and the 
Americans had until November 
1990 to leave unless a new deal 
was signed. 

Gre^ is the only European 
Community (EC) country which 
does not have fall lelatiim with 


Israel. At present Israel and tbe 
Palestine Liberation Oi^uiisa- 
tion have equal status di- 
plomatic missions in Athens, but 
not embassies. ■ 

Mitsotalds said be would *«drie 
heavy state deficits widi budget 
cuts, mduding an nmnBi«af m- 
dnetion of ^ to 400 lullion 
drachmas ($1.8 to 2.5 billion). 

Tbe budget deficit hi 1989 
reached two trilHrm drachmas 
($12.5 billion), or 22 per cent of 
gross domestic product (GD^, 
Greece’s total output of goods 
and services. 

Mitsotakas also plans to raise 
revenues by selling state indus- 
tries and lannching an investment 
programme. 

He has been known for years as 
the only man who can stai^ up to 
Papancheoa, a brilliant orator, in 
parHamentaiy debates. 

Bot he hm been accused oi 
using strong-arm tactics to unify 
New Democracy, which was in 
disamy when he took over after 
tbe party was defeated by the 
socialists in 1981. 

Determined to break the 
Socialists* ei^t-year grip on pow- 
er, he Btimnsd many s up p or t ers 
af^ ineonduaive elections in 
June by forging an unpre- 
cedented coalition gover n ment 
with faiB one-time bitter foes in a 
Commonist-led affiance. 

Hb gamble that the rigfrt-left 
coalitioa, which ordered Papan- 
dreon to stand trial on con op ti on 
charges, would win him a majors 
ity tat not Papandieon personal- 
ly, largely to co n front a severe 
economic ciisia. 

. The aU-party government was 
unable to overcome deep differ-

Gilded nniTon 
reflect the cfaandeBeis, rococo- 
style pamtingx, vermeil cntleiy 
ata fiiK porcelain. 

The prwes are scaled acoor- 
dngly . An average Mil is between 
700 ($123) and 1,000 francs 
($17^ per person, witbont vrine. 
“This is amply justified Ity the 
quality of tta in^edients and the 
beanty of the surroun dings,” says 
tbe 3>tyear-old French chef Alain 
Dneasse. 

The Hotel de ftris has been a 
haven for millionaires, beads cf 
state and fOm celebrities since it 
was baOt in 1863. The "Louis 
XV” was opened three years ago 
to give the hotel a restanrant 
wo^y of Its jittering past. 

Docasse is t^y conidered by 
gastronomic experts to be among 
the world’s 10 best, vbo dnb him 
“tbe other prince of Monaco,” 


after the ruling Prince Rainier. 

Prank Sinatra, Robert Vfitch- 
nm, Jerry Lewis, Bill Cosby and 
2^ahean President Mobutn Sese 
Seko are among those who come 
to Savonr Ducasse’s specialito 
— frog’s le^ in a deBc^ spring 
soup topped with wild 
mnshroonis, or scallops grilled 
over an open fire and covoedin 
thidt slices of rare black traffic. 

Dneasse was given complete 
freedom to the Idtchens, 

which are a cross between tradi- 
tion and the latest technology. 
From his office closed-circuit 
cameras allow him to zoom in on 
any section and check the prog- 
ress of bis latest creations.

Neon lighting is banned, 
tiiongh nuxlm e(iniinneot kec^ 
tbe temperature homidity 
constant, and a c omp uter helps 
keep tra^ of the turnover, wfu^ 
indodes 110,000 bottles of tbe 
best champagne each year. 

Tbe slemng, dust-covered bou 
ties seem to bold their own sec- 
rets. Those lucky enough to tour 
the cellars find tbemsetm talking 


in whispm. 

“Looking after such wines is 
like religion,” says head wine- 
waiter Jean-Pierre Rons as he 
carefully extingnisbes the small 
.light-bulb in each vring before 
moving on to tbe next. 

During Worid War n, when 
German troops occupied Mona- 
co, a large part of the cellar 
narrowly escaped being con- 
verted into fuel, as bappeaed iu 
the cognac of France. A 

quick-thinking cellar-man 
camouflaged the entrance with 
racks of empty bottles. 

In 1OT6, Rainier and his late 
wife, tbe former American film 
star Grace Kelly, celebrated their 
20tfa wedding anniversaty in the 
cdlais with a small party of close 
friends. 

Among tbe oldest “residents” 
are fonr bottles of cognac dated 
1811, from a stock marked for the 
king of Rome, Napoleon’s baby 

S(W. 

Two bottles of the same vin- 
tage were opened for qiedai 
guests — former British Prime 
Miniaer Winstou Churchill, a 
regular viator to tbe hotel, and 
tta late Greek sfaipfring magnate 
Aristotie Onasas. 

But Amateurs can console 
themselves with some famous red 
vrines, sudi as a 19^vintage 
Chateau Latour, worth 7,000 
francs ($1,200) a bottle. Thirty- 
two bcriiles were drank recently 
at a private party. 


“Some dieots send us bookings 
by telex sfac months ahead,*' says 
Rous. “We set aside the vrine 
they have dtosen and test it reg- 
ularly to make sure it is in prime 
condition vriien they arrive.” 

“But the real connoisseurs are 
becoming fewer. Often personali- 
ties jnst want the most expensive, 
to show they can afibto it. A 
wino^waiter has to be a bit of a 
ptycboJogist.” 

With dozens of years of experi- 
ence behind him, Rons regrets 
that wine-waiters and oellar-men 
today have less physical contact 
with their snbject and a dimi- 
nished olfaexoty memory. 

“Until SO years ago. the wine 
arrived in ca^, and was bottled 
here in the cellars,” be says. “Tbe 
cellar-men got to know scores of 
wines, jnst frmn their bouqnet. 
Now it all arrives in bottles.” 

Rons and Docasse work closely 
together, Rons tasting each of the 
efa^s new dishes in order to 
advise clients which wines will 
best enhance them. 

The hotel’s prestige also serves 
as a lure to bring the world’s 
richest gamblers to the casino. 
These “high-toUers,” as they are 
known in ambling jargon, ate 
invited for weekends free of 
diarge* >n the hope that they wQl 
leave a good part of their fortune 
^ the roulette or craps tables. 

But only about 180 “hi^-rol- 
lers” are so honoured, say Rous.

Nuclear plant builder 
turns into repairman 


DAMPIERRE-EN-BURLY, 
France (R) •— France, the worid*s 
top buikim of nndear power 
plants, is having to turn repair- 
man becanse nr^xidy wants to 
buy reactors any more. 

Over tile last 20 years France’s 
Framatome group has built 50 
leactras scattered dirondiont tile 
French conntryside. Tluty drive 
tbe most ambi^iis nuclear prog* 
ramme in tbe world and supply 
tbe bulk oi Frendi enetgy- 

But a huge question mark has 
hung over nudear power and the 
potential tiirrot it poses to civi- 
lisation sinoe the 1N6 Chernobyl 
(fisasterin the Soviet Union when 
a reactor ex|doded killmg 31 peo- 
ple and send^ a radiation dond 
across Eurtqie. 

Demand for new plants has 
shrivelled and nudear develop- 
ment in many countries has 
slowed, induding France, vriiere 
nudear power provides 70 per 
cent of the country’s energy 
needs and its still vimved with a 
relatively kind eye by tiie public. 

“There’s been a big (hop in 
worldwide demand for new 
plants,” said Yanoick le Corre, 
head of nuclear development at 
Framatome, which has also buflt 
six plants abroad. 

To counteract tins, Framatome 
is promoting itsdf as an interna- 
tional lepainnan for the planet’s 
cracked and worn-out atomic 
power stations. 

“We have to start devekqnng 
other areas, and services and 
maintenance is a strong new field 
opening up,” be told Reuters. 

A government-commisaoned 
report made public in Maidi 
attacked France’s nuclear policy, 
saying eoeiw needs for the next 
decade and beyond had been 
massivdy over-estimated. 

The report questioned the very 
future of Framatome, saying tbe 
group, currently looldiig at a 
shriiflang order book and a (hop 
in profits, had an even bleaker 
fiitnre. “Framatome feces al near 
complete bait in new orders,” the 
report said. 

Later this month Framatome, 


45 per cent state-owned, is ex- 
pected to announce a fel in 1989 
profits to one billion francs ($178 
fnflBon> from 1.07 billion francs 
($190 millioa). 

In Mardi Framatome started a 
rqair job for state-owned pow er 
siqipfier Eiectriefre de Franro 
(^F) whkfa it hopes oonld help 
it bramlen its career.

AMMAN — With the mmustak^ 
aUe sounds of a crack of the bat, 
die mnfiOed thmnp of a hard ball 
hitting die catdier’s glove, and 
die roar of the crowd at eveiy hit, 
baseball action retomed to Jor- 
dan tins week as the Amman 
Utde Leagne opened its 1990 
.seasem widi a fiill schedule of 11 
games. 

At a bnef openmg ceremony 
niday montin^ Amman Little 
League President Mithkal Asfonr 
exhorted the young players and 
their coaches and team mothers 
to do dieir best within the siwit of 
Litde League baseball — to {day 
bard, to learn, and, e^iecially, to 
have fun. 

Baseball Commissi oner Maher 
Khalifeh took the oppoituniQr to 
thank a range of people and 
institutions for their vital support 
inoigam^gdiisbaseban season. 
He oquessed special thanks to 
Snha Kbahfeh, the members of 
■ dm baseball committee and other 


volunteers, and the three schools 
whose fields are used for prao- 
does and games — tfae American 
Commonity School, die Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf SdKX>l and the 
Baptist SchooL 

This year's baseball league 
comprises a total of 340 diildren 
between the ages of S and 18, 
playing on 23 teams divided into 
four divisions. After beiiig played 
only by members of Joidm’s 
expatriate community in the 
19^ and eariy 80s, Lit^ League 
baseball was oiganteed as a public 
activity in 1984, (^len to all xesi- 
dents of Jordan. This year, well 
over 80% of die partidpaling 
diildren are Jordanians, and an 
increaang nomber of Jordanian 
parents are becoming involved as 
coaches. 

American Ambassador to Joi^ 
dan Roscoe *nFtrebaIT Suddarth 
offidally inaugurated the new 
season with his usual comUnation 
of deft rhetoric and athletics. 
After encouraging the young ball- 
players to qipredate basdiall's 
sp^al ftiskm of individaal sMis 
widi team effort, Snddaidi locked 


off the season with an impressive 
example of how to execute a 
knee-high fastbaD. Working from 
a fiiU windnp, Suddaidi readied 
back and thr^ a perfect strike to 
a fhUy-snhed catdier, and ofii- 
dally declared **play b^ !*', to the 
appredatioD of the crowd. . 

As more children and parents 
partidpate. Little Leagne base- 
ball in Jordan has moved up to a 
new level of significance, due to 
two reasons. Last year, for the 
first time ever, Joidan sent a 
national team to the world Little 
League playoffr, partidpating 
with the European/ 
Mediterraiiean division in West 
Germany. Baseball has also been 
designated as an Olympic sport, 
which is helping to promote die 
game thron^out the worid. 

In both categories, Jordan can 
look forward to bright fritnre 
prospects — if Satniday’s T-b^ 
performance by the 5 and 6-year- 
dds was anything to jw^ Ity. 
The five- T-ball teams in the 
league allow small children to 
learn some of the basic elements 


of baseball, and Saturday’s games 
showed that tins year’s crop of 
players certainly does not lack 
endinsiasm. This year’s T-ball 
sponsors — Jordan Express, 
Datamini, Nashashibi-Ebbini, 
Aqaba Sfaifqring Co. and Istiklal 
Library — have beamie familiar 
names around the youngest base- 
ball dxciut in the country. 

The next category of play is the 
coadi pitdi diririon, for 7-to-9- 
year-d^. The eight thig 
year are sponsored by A^ Fi- 
nance Corp., Intercontinental 
Hotel, Ain, KrelH, Comcent, 
National Steel Co., Epson and 
Aramex. 

The Idd pitdi cat^ory, for 
10-12-year-olds, comprises six 
teams, sponsored by Joidan Wor- 
sted KfiUs, Mr. CUps, Marriott 
Hotel, Danish Dairy, NECX^ and 
Westinghonse.

Rally champion, is seeking his 
third straight win for himself and 
the Lancia while Waidegaard is 
after a fourtii. He won the rally in 
1977, 1984, and 1986. 

Mikael Ericsson of Sweden, 
also in a Toyota, was third with 4 
bonis 24 minutes 68 seconds. 

The fourth position was held by 
the remaining Landa driven tty 
Juha Kankkunen of Hnland — 4 
hours 55 minutes 23 second. 

The Subari Legacy, like the 
Toyota Celica a four-wheel drive 
making a debut, took the fifth 
position. It was driven by Kenyan 
Jim Heather-Hayes who had 6 
hours 34 minutes 40 seconds. 

The third of the Toyotas that 
entered the race had lost 6 hours 
56 minutes 42 seconds. 

Among the top leading cars 
mid-Saturday, a Mitsubishi 
Galant was ei^th with 8 hours 21 
minntes 31 seconds. It was fol- 
lowed by the lone Audi 90 Quat- 
tro with 9 hours 1 minute 58 
seconds. 


Drivers are required to cover 
each of the 83 sections in the 
4,000 kilometres (2,480-mile') 
route in predetermined time. A 
penalty point is awarded for ev- 
ery minute a driver arrives late. 

The seconds were accrued in a 
special speed race Wednesday 
when tbe cars were timed to a 
minute. 

The Safari Rally is founh in the 
world championship circuit and 
counts for both the manufactur- 
er’s title and the driver's cham- 
pionship.

Smith seeks to make comehai 
at Boston marathon Monday 


BOSTON, Massachusetts (AP) 
— Winning tbe Boston marathon 
usually puts a lot of pressure on 
its returning champimis. Geoff 
Smith has won it twice, but he 
doesn’t expect to feel the press- 
ure in its ^th running Monday. 

That’s because, he says, “I 
have been away." 

Smith, a 36-year-old Brifon 
who lives outside Bo^on has only 
been away for a year, bnt it seems 
like an eternity. He won tfae 
Boston marathon in 1984 and 
1985. 

Still, be doesn’t think his fans 
have forgotten him. 

*Tve ^ways jgotten good sup- 
port fr^ the crowd,’* he said. 
hope the support will be back." 

Smith also hopes bis strength 
will be back, the strength that 
helped carry him to tbe two victo- 
ries before prize money was 
offered. 

It deserted him in 1988, when 
he ran the entire 26 miles, 385 
yards (42.3 kilometres) with 
mononucleosis, and he strutted 
to finish 18th after placing third in 
1987. 

‘T didn’t know I had it," Smith 
said. *T was feeling tired about 
thm or four weeks before the 
race, bnt I put it down to having 
had a good winter of training.” 

‘T don’t know bow I go it. I 
guess I was just run down. I 
thought I was getting old,” be 
said with a laugh. “It was a relief 
to find out there was something 


wrong with me.” 

After the illness was di- 
agnosed, Smith was ordered by 
doctors to get lots of rest and take 
strength-biding ritamins. 

“Ffom Boston in April 1988 
ontil Febrnary 1989, I couldn't 
run three to five miles a week.” 
be said. “And 1 didn’t get back to 
full-strength training until 
November ‘89. I didn’t want a 
relapM.” 

Smith said he recently ran the 
marathon distance in a workout 
in about 2 hours 14 minutes, 
similar to his winning time in 
1985, when he overcame leg 
cramps in the closing stages. 

“Irs nice to ran and not feel 
tired," he said. “Sincq, Novem- 
ber, Tve been running about 100 
miles (160 kUometres) a week, 
but with no speed. 

“I’m ready for a good 
maratboir," he emphaased. 

He will be facing strong com- 
petition, including Tanzania's 
Juma Ikaangaa. the world’s top- 
ranked marathoner, the 1989 
New York City marathon winner 
and the Boston runner-up the 
past two years. 

Others ^eduled to run include 
Kenya’s Ibrahim Hussein, 1988 
Boston champion and 1987 New 
York City winner; Australia's 
Rob De Castella, course record- 
holder at 2:07:51 and 1986 win- 
ner; Wales’ Steve Jones, 1987 
Boston ninner-np and 19K New 
Yoik^ Gty winner, and Italy’s 


Gelindo Bordio. 1988 Olympic 
gold medallist. 

Can Smith possibl expect to 
keep up? 

“I feel very strong, but I don't 
feel very fast,'’ he said. “I had to 
start from scratch again. First, I 
concentrated on getting my 
strength back for Boston. Next 
year, I will have my speed back 
— I’m working on it." 

Meanwhile, a controversy over 
the validity of the Boston 
marathon course for record pur- 
poses appears to have oversha- 
dowed the outstanding men's and 
women's field for Monday's race. 

Technically, there ore no world 
records for marathons, merely 
world bests, because courses 
throughout the world are not 
stand^ised. 

But if any runner at Boston 
goes under tbe men's world best 
of 2 hours, 6 minutes, SO seconds, 
set by Belayneh Densimo of 
Ethiopia at Rotterdam in 1988, or 
under the women's world best of 
2:21:06, by Ingrid Kristiansen of 
Norway at London in 1985. it will 
not be recognised by the gov- 
erning body of the sport in the 
United States. 

The reason? the Athletics 
Congress, a U.S. track governing 
body, has passed legislation that 
eliminated point-to-point records 
for road race courses.

A regional d^ty party leader, 
not identified in remarlu nKuri- 
tored by the British Broadcasting 
Corporation (BBC), told local 
organisations to "s^egnard sta- 
bihty and unity and ensure the 
stability of the border area". 

"Various negative factors" 
should be "resolutely elimin- 
ated," he said.

JOHANNESBURG (Agencies}

celebration of his release from 
apartheid's jaib. 

Mandela, freed in February 
from a life jail term for plotting to 
topple Pretoria’s white minority 
rale, is fikely to call again for 
intensified anti-apartbeid sanc- 
tions in his talks with senior EC 
politicians. 

The delegation, led by Irish 
Foreign Mirier Gerard Collins, 
is in its final day of a three-day 
visit, daring which they have held 
talks with Preadent F.W. de 
Klerk and groups frnm across the 
country's polrtiiral spectrum. 

The EC delegation paid a brief 
visit to Durban Saturday for talks 
mth Zulu leader Mangosufou 
Buthelezi, whose sunsoiters are 
wa^ng a bitter war for political 
supremacy against allies of Man- 
dela's African National Congress 
(ANQ. 

Collins said Friday the EC 
would maintain sanctions until 
the programme of apartheid re- 
form launched by De Klerk was 
seen to be ineversibie. 

The ANC, however, wants 
sanctions to be intensifi^ until 
foe final obstacles to dismamling 
apartheid are removed, principal- 
ly the release of all political pris- 
oners and an end to foe state of 
emergency that has been in force 
for three and a half years. 

Preliminary talks on the path to 


noo-ia^ d em ocracy in South 
Africa are sdieduled for May 2 to 
4 between De Kleric and Mandela 
and may provide a biealclfaroi^ 
in die political deadlock between 
the two sides. 

Mandela and hb wife Wiiuiie 
bead for London to attend a 
massive four-boor rock concert 
being held in Ms honour Monday. 

Tte ANC deputy president to 
no other engagements scheduled 
and would letura directly to 
South Africa, organiseTS said. 

About 70,000 tickets have been 
sold for the concert at WemUey 
Stadium, which will be broadcast 
live to an estimated one bfllioo 
people around tbe worid. 

South Africa has been ex- 
cluded from the satellite linkup 
and South African artiste will not 
be in the star-studded fioe-ap 
because of the United Nations 
cultural boycott of the republic.

The homes of Japanese- 
Penrvian families have been 
stoned, the Lima daily newspaper 
Expreso rqiorted. 

"Even old acqnaimaiiees act 
very strange with me now, sort of 
cold and patronising," said Ame- 
lia Morimoto, an anthropologist 
and daughter of Japanese immig- 
rants. 

Lima's Peruvian-Japanese 
Cultural Cen&re to reported re- 
ceiving threatening phone calls. 
Private television channels are 
re-nmning films whidi cast the 
Japanese in an nnflattering light, 
lilte Bridge Over the River Kwai 
and Tore Tore Teva.

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 
Poles were tmn between satfrfao- 
tion and dreadfol mem o ri es Ri- 
day after the Soviet Unkm admit- 
.ted and apologised for the mas- 
sacre of 15,000 Pofisb officers a 
SO years ago in the Katyn Forest. 

They also pledged to seek more 
facte about tbe knHngg as. well as 
damage paymeate for feinilies of 
the rictinu. 

"The long-awaited moment ... 
to oome," Polish gov ernm ent 
^keswooan Malgoiata Nieza- 
Mtowska said after Soviet leader

secret prffioe reqxmsibflity for tbe 
crime shnply kiiown as "Katyn." 

"The event wfakh took plare SO 
years ago in the Smoleask Forert 
to bmdened relatioxs b etween 
our two countries in the most 
painM way," sbe said. "Recon- 
ciliation can be buflt only on 
truth." 

Lech Walesa, bead of tbe Soh- ' 
darity movmnent that leads Po- 
land's govemmem, said: "I^s 
good that criminals admit «*>*■■• 
crimes.”
